Upon release from imprisonment, the defendant shall be on supervised release for a term of : 

Forty-eight (48) months. While on supervised release^ he defendant shall abide by the general conditions of supervision 
adopted by the U.S. Probation Office. The defendant shai! also comply with the following special conditions: Within thirty 
(30) days of any change of address, the defendant shall notify the Clerk of the Court for the U.S. District Court, District of 

Columbia, of the change until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full.
